An unidenlincd object that 
glower "brighter tlian bright” , 
drifted across the Billings horl-^ 
2 on Tuesday evening but Vance 
Air Force Base officials would, 
not confirm their radar screen 
had picked up the object. 
Reports of tlie unidentified 
• flying object were validated by 
troopers of the Pawnee division 
i of Oklahoma Highway Patrol, 
after two units were dispatched 
to the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ivan Hostetler, four milM east 
and two miles south of Billings. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ivan Hostetler 
‘ first spotted the object about' 
8 p.m. and reported it to the 
' Patret. A spokesman at the 
Patrol headquarters In Paw¬ 
nee said one of the units spot¬ 
ted the reddish object and 
troopers who \Ycnt to the Host¬ 
etler home verified the sight¬ 
ing. 

Hosteller said "We first saw 
it around 7:30 or 8 p.m. and 
got the binoculars out for a bet¬ 
ter look. I first thought it was 
a star but we lined it up with 
the highline running from the 
house and could tell it was mov¬ 
ing.” 

He added, “It was the bright¬ 
est bright I have ever seen.” 
Asked to describe the object, 
Hostetler said, “It had sort of 
a blip-like thing on it, and you 
could see two dark circles, 
kinda like the circles you see 
on the moon. As it started going

Just what the light is—and where lt*s coming 
from—remains a mystery,' however. 

According to Sheriff W. E. Newman, more than 
100 residents have reported s eeing the Heht nr liehts. 
sinee Feb. 9 in the vicinity.of the John H. Kerr Dam 
and Buggs Island Lake. 

"I have no idea what they arc,” says Sheriff 
Newman, 

But the sheriff Isn’t taking any chances. Last 
week, he wrote to newly elected Sth Rep. W. C. 
••D.in" Daniel, D-Va., to ask the congressman for 
assist.ance in investigating the sightings. 

"We haven’t had any reports this week," the 
sheriff said. 

He added he wants to get the matter cleared up 
as soon as possible. - ' 

Reports of the lights have been varied, but wit¬ 
nesses agree they definitely have seen something. 
Some persons reported seeing the light moving slow¬ 
ly up_Buggs Island Lake towards Eagle.’s Point, 
SherifrNL’A'inan'SSTj;-- 
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Others, however, said the light travels rapidly^ 
and erratically across the lake. Still others,; the 
sheriff said, reported that the light was blinking and 
moving back and forth from two other blinking lights. 

Sheriff Newman said that, while a number of per- ■ 
sons have reported seeing the light, none has offered*- 
■an explanation. ; ' 

"A .lot of people have been going down to the lake 
to see if they can spot the light," the sheriff addedt 
Newman noted that the first report of the light 
he received was on Feb. 9. A former Arrty sergeant 
told the sheriff’s office he had seen what he believed 
to be a small plane crash in the water. 

Nothing was found, but since there have been re¬ 
ports of the.mysterious light appearing in the area. 
Sightings have been confined for the most part to a 
time period of from 8:30 to 9:30 p.m. ’The light, how¬ 
ever, does not. have an apparent pattern.

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Lone Flier Only One to Sight 
Big Objects in Western Sky 


Pondleton, Ore. - OP) - Army and 
CAA apokcsmen expressed skepti* 
eSsm Thursday over a report of 
nine mysterious objects—big as air¬ 
planes—whlszing over western 
Washington at 1.200 miles an hour. 

Kenneth Arnold, a flying Boise 
(Idaho) Businessman who reported 
seeing them, elung, however, to his 
story of the shiny, flat objeets, each 
as big as a DC-4 passenger plane, 
racing over Washington’s Cascade 
mountains with a peculiar weaving 
motion ’’like the tail of a kite.” 

An army spokesman in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., commented: ’’As far as 
we know, nothing fiics that fast ex¬ 
cept a V-3 rocket, which travels at I 


about 3,500 miles an hour—and 
that's too fast to be seen.” 

The spokesman added that the 
V-2 rockets would not resemble the 
ohjccts reported by Arnold, and 
that no nigh speed experimental 
tests were being made in the area 
where Arnold said the objects were. 

A civil aeronautics administra¬ 
tion inspector in Portland, Ore., 
added, “1 rather doubt that any¬ 
thing would be traveling that fast.” 

'Arnold described the objects as 
"flat like a pie pan,” and so shiny 
that they reflected the sun like a 
mirror. He said he was flying his 
own plane at 2:59 p.m. two days ago 
toward Mount Rainier, when they 
appeared directly in front of him 
25 to 30 miles away, at 10,000 feet 
altitude.

'Disc' Sighted 
NeaB" Madisosi

A Madison man, Prof. E. B. Mc- 
Gilvary, 1920 Arlington pi., one 
of the most respected and conser¬ 
vative of men ever connected 
with the university, is believed to 
have seen one of the “flying 
saucers”' several days before they 
were reported from the north¬ 
west 

Professor McGilvary, who is 
emeritus professor, of philosophy 
at the university, was playing 
cards at the home of Mrs. Mary 
North at the Magnus Swenson es¬ 
tate on the Middleton road about 
three weeks ago and as he- left 
the ho'jse late in the evening a 
bright object in the sky caught his 
attention. ' 

He glanced up and saw a round 
Illuminated object .about two- 
thirds , the size which the moon 
normally appears. It was moving 
from southwest to northeast more 
rapidly than most astronomical 
bodies normally move but not as 
fast as a meteor usually moves. 

Prof. McGiivary!s first thought 
was that the object was an 
cspociaUy large meteor moving 
more slowly than usual. Then he 
realized that it was not leaving a 
trail of light, as meteors do, and 
that it did not hvae the fiery 
quality of a meteor but was, 
rather, as though it was illum¬ 
inated. 

It moved across an open place 
in ■ the sky between the treetops 
and then disappeared behind the 
trees. Prof. McGilvary, who was 
mor interested in its strong be¬ 
havior than in its appearance, 
immediately went back to the 
house and told Mrs. North about 
it, adding that he was sorry she 
had not seen such a strange 
phenomenon. 

Mrs. North stepped outside and 
looked at the sky, but there was 
no more evidenee of it and neither 
of them thought any more about 
it until about three days later 
when the first story of the "fly¬ 
ing saucers" appeared'In the pa¬ 
pers. 

Even then Prof. McGilvary did 
not talk about what he had seen, 
and for two reasons. First, he 
did not think it was' of any im¬ 
portance to anyone and, second, 
because he is extremely reticent 
about publicity, and it was only 
after much persuasion tha the was 
persuaded to talk about it this 
morning.

Saw White Ball 
Jones said he was practicing 
take-offs and landings with a stu¬ 
dent when he saw a “white ball” 
speeding along at about 3,000 feet.

Wait the Word 

At the North hall weather sta¬ 
tion, meteorologists were waiting 
words from big bureaus at Wash¬ 
ington and Chicago that might 
throw light on the mystery. The 
large bureaus arc checking 
weather conditions accompanying 
each report in hopes of finding a 
thread of coincidence, George 
Jenkins reported. 

"Some of the people might be 
seeing ‘ball lightning’—but that’s 
very rare in itself and many of 
.the ‘saucers’ reportedly ■were 
spotted in fair weather,” he. puz¬ 
zled. ' 

Astronomers insisted the "sauc¬ 
ers” could not be meteors and

Meanwhile, the mystery of the

In Sydney, Australia, F. S. Cot¬ 
ton, psychology professor, told 450 
students to go stare at the sky and' 
sec if they could spot any flying 
saucers. Within 10 minutes, 22 
students returned, reported tliat 
they had seen the saucers and 
drew diagrams of the objects and 
their path;. 

“What you have seen were red 
corpuscles moving across the ret¬ 
inas of your eyes,” Cotton said.

The mystery of the flying sau¬ 
cers reported over a good portion 
of the country was still without 
an official explanation Saturday 
night but at least one scientific ob¬ 
server believed they are radio 
controlled. 

Dr. Gerhard Kuiper, director of 
the Yerkes observatory, Williams 
Bay, Wis., said “the deso'iption of 
their flgiht suggests radio con¬ 
trol." 

"If these things are real and 
not imagine^, they must bp man 
made. There is absolutely no cor¬ 
respondence between the descrip¬ 
tions given by any astronomical 
body, such as a meteor,” he said. 

Dr. Kuiper said his guess was 
that the discs were being con¬
